distance in the future.

graphj were cheap, generally gaudy, 
rarely possessing much artistic merit, 
and therefore not much care was tak- 
en of them. For that reason they are 
scarce an<S because they are scarce they 
are .eipenslve.. Still, it Is dlmcull lo 
understand prices of J800 to Jl.OOO for 
these-thlnga. 


Historically they have.some Interest, 


but copies would satisfy the historian, 
though of course they would not Inter- 
est the collector. 
In comparison with 


the prices of. other brlc-a-brac -the fig- 
ure* which old lithographs of New Yor 
city are bringing are extremaly high. 
There Is hardly any article without ar- 
tistic value, and Interesting only be- 
cause of anllqully, and that antiquity 
not great—it Is only a matter of 50 or 
CO years—which brings anything ap- 
proaching the prices of these o!d views 
of New York.
